(Modifications)

The following information has been determined to be exempt from disclosure and
has been deleted from the contract and contract modifications:

• Subcontracting Plan

The deleted material is exempt from disclosure under 14 C.F.R. 1206.300 (b) (4)
which covers trade secrets and commercial or financial information obtained from a
person and priviledged or confidential. It has been held that commercial or financial
matter is “confidential” for purposes of this exemption if its disclosure would be likely
to have either of the following effects:  (1) impair the Government’s ability to obtain
necessary information in the future; or (2) cause substantial harm to the competitive
position of the person from whom the information was obtained, National Parks and
Conservation v. Morton, 498 F2d 765 (D.C. Cir. 1974).

Disclosure of the information in the Subcontracting Plan would discourage future
submission of detailed data concerning the company’s implementation of their
Subcontracting Plan and impair the Government’s ability to obtain necessary
information in the future as well as cause substantial harm to the competitive position
of the company.
